NOT FOR WAR. 

Concerning the Chilian question, “Har- 
per's Weekly" says, it is the duty of the 
press so far as possible to prevent war, 
and pot to instigate it. But there seems 
to be a disposition in certain quarters in 
tbis country to stimulate war with Chili, 
although the great body of American 
people know no reason whatever why 
there should be such a war, and there is 
certainly no feeling or demand for hos: 
tilities. And it is unfortunate that the 
talk should be co-incident with the com- 
pletion of our new war-ships. That a 
party of sailors from a United States 
ship should have been assaulted by a mob 
in the streets of Valparaiso is au ex 
tremely grave offence, but, as would be 
the course in this country, the offenders 
are on trial in the Chilian courts. Should 
injustice be done or reparation be refused 
by the Chilian government, or a show of 
hostile spirit be made, then our govern- 
ment should at once make everytbiug 
known, and proceed as becomes a great 
but pacific power. But there is no rea. 
son to apprehend such a situation. Chili 
has no iuterest in going to war with the 
United States, and her commercial re- 
lations with England would not require 
such folly; aud to suppose that the ad- 
miuistration would wish to go to war to 
rally national support to the adminis- 
tration is to suppose that the latter is 
driven to desperation, of which there is, 
however, no evidence.—Be it «o. The 
American peeple should be foremost in 
settling disputes by arbitration where it 
is possible, for war is not a progressive 
measure. Therefore let us battle with 
the weapons of the mind and endeavor 
to conquer by mental force. Where there's 
a will there's a way.

Dr. Lyman Abbott, the successor of 
Henry Ward  Beecher in Plymouth 
Church, Brooklyn, N. Y., has more than

Lowell Institute lectures in Huntington

I bave yet to find a strong spiritual 
istic speaker or writer whose utterances 
have a molding and controlling influ- 
ence among Spiritualists that is nota 
fearless, caruest, and. intelligent cham- 
piou of the people in the discussion of 
the industrial and all other questions 
where equal rights and buman brother- 
hood are involved, 

But how is it in the “evangelical” 
rauks where au outspoken and brave 
humanitarian preacher or layman are 
exceptions? “Ry their fruits ye shall 
know them.” Yet it is not fair to apply 
the same iron rule to the two parties, 

Reing an "eclectic" in social, political, 
and religious matters I never allow the 
spirit of caste, partisanship, or sect to 
exercise any control over trie, but en- 
deavor to apply the democratic idea to 
every relation iu life. Hence my ac- 
quaintance includes hundreds, if not 
thousands, of the clergy of all denomi- 
nations, and my love and respect for 
them is at least equal to tbat which I 
entertain for any other class or profes- 
sion. The radical reformer who bas no 
organized constituency to represent— 
to either please or offeud—can act with 
all the individual freedom of a hunter 
going forth, gun in band, to shoot hawks, 
buzzards, and. wolves whenever he may 
find them. In other words, his mission 
is that of agitation and iconoclast and 
there is plenty of work for him, while 
the mission of the Christian preacher 
aud pastor is that of “shepherd” as well 
as spiritual teacher, Certainly, under 
the reign of our present piratical, inclus- 
trial system, which comes nearest to till- 
ing the "personal devil" bill of anything 
I cau name, the Christian pastor is a 
necessity. He is expected to watch the 
interest of a "flock" composed of atl 
grades, minds, and conditious, many of 
them negative characters, some of whom 
perhaps have been rescued from saloon- 
keepers and other social wolves that 
are still hungry to overtake and devour 
their escaped. victims, These must be 
kept together and made to feel at home 
aud in harmony with each other and 
with their bigher natures, Anil a pas- 
tor to answer this demand must bea 
conservator rather than agitator. 

When, iu addition to this, we consider 
the fact that the Church is now a "pop 
ular” institution, anil for this reason bas 
come largely and at the inevitable cost 
of spiritual life uuder the influence of 
mammon, whose ilisciples use it for per- 
sonal enrls, we have no right to expect 
ministers over any other class to sacri- 
fice their Itving and the temporal wel- 
fare of their families on the altar of ab- 
atract principles, Like the rest of us, 
they are composed of comumon “mind 
and matter," which cost. money to feed 


and mipport. 
The best of our "treasures ure in earth- 


et vessels" that are liable to break at a 
given strain or pressure, and it is doubt 
ful if our reform vessels would, if places 
were changed, hold out any better than 
the gospel ones do. Nevertheless, it is 
8 general impression among the clergy 
that when the kingdom of heaven comes 
down and takes up its abode among the 
people without asking permission of 
the priests and Levites it ceases to be 
"spiritual life."
